This  Is  not  the  way  the  League  and  the  church¬ 
es  are  connected.  The  churches  do  not  elect  any 
members  and  officers  of  the  League  and  there  Is 
no  organic  union.  Their  connection  is  only  of 
moral  Interest.  They  happen  to  be  made  up  large¬ 
ly  of  the  same  people,  but  so  It  may  be  also  with 
a  bank  and  a  church,  yet  without  any  official  or 
organic  union  of  the  two. 

Now  this  same  distinction  must  be  maintained 
and  obesrved  In  the  relationship  of  a  Baptist 
church  in  all  Its  connection  with  other  agencies 
which  are  doing  Christian  or  benevolent  work. 
Individual  Baptists  are  at  liberty  to  cooperate 
with  outside  organizations  or  not  as  they  may  see 
fit.  But  what  might  be  proper  for  an  Individual 
to  do  mlght.be  Inexpedient  and  injurious  for  a 
church  to  do.  Personally  1  have  worked  In  re¬ 
vival  meetings  held  In  churches  of  other  denomi¬ 
nations  and  generally  without  embarrassment, 
always  without  compromise.  But  to  com.it  a 
church  to  a  program  of  union  evangelistic  effort 
is  to  make  the  church  responsible  for  whatever 
Is  done  In  the  meeting.

tlsts  acted  In  declining  to  cooperate  In  the  Inter- 
'  church  World  Movement.  To  cooperate  In  It  ne¬ 
cessitates  the  local  church  and  the  denomination 
becoming  organically  related  to  the  movement  by 
electing  representatives  who  shall  Join  with  others 
in  planning  and  executing  work  for  which  they 
will  be  held  responsible  and  which  they  must  sup¬ 
port  but  which  they  cannot  control.  The  move¬ 
ment  Is  pledged  to  the  doing  of  things  which  we 
cannot  In  good  conscience  support  It  Is  to  co¬ 
operate  in  spreading  doctrines  and  performing 
rites  which  we  believe  to  be  obnoxious  to  the  gos¬ 
pel  and  contrary  to  the  teaching  of  Christianity. 
The  church  is  the  pillar  and  ground  of  the  truth 
and  cannot  afford  to  be  committed  to  practices 
contrary  to  It.  If  this  is  to  make  us  appear  nar¬ 
row  in  the  eyes  of  some,  we  can  comfort  ourselves 
by  the  assurance  that  we  are  in  the  class  of  one 
who  spoke  of  "my  gospel,"  and  who  repeadted 
with  emphasis  the  anathema  upon  man  or  angel 
who  preached  any  gospel  other  than  the  ye  have 
received. 

There  Is  another  application  to  present  day 
needs  of  this  principle  of  opposition  to  organic 
union,  and  our  people  must  learn  to  apply  the 
principle  as  the  occasion  requires.  We  refer  now 
to  the  proposed  reorganization  of  the  Interna¬ 
tional  Sunday  School  Association.  Hitherto  there 
has  beeen  no  roganic  connection  between  the 
churches  or  denominations  and  the  Internation¬ 
al  Sunday  School- Association.  The  Association 
has  been  Independent,  electing  its  own  officers 
and  executive  committe.  But  now  the  proposal  is 
made  to  have  one  half  of  the  executive  commit¬ 
tee  of  the  general  organization,  and  one  halt  of 
the  members  of  the  executive  committee  of  each 
state  organization,  elected  by  the  various  denom¬ 
inational  bodies,  such  as  Baptist  copvenlion, 
Methodist  conference  or  Presbyterian  synod.  This 
Is  a  departure  which  proposes  to  change  from  a

This  plan  we  understand  from  Dr.  Van  Ness  has 
been  approved  In  the  Interdenominational  Sunday

ginia.  Dr.  Van  Ness  and  the  Sunday  School  Board 
have  consistently  and  earnestly  opposed  it  In  ev¬ 
ery  proper  way  and  time.  The  Southern  Baptist 
convention  expressed  itself  In  opposition  to  this 
change  of  plan.  We  do  not  believe  our  Baptist 
people  will  be  misled  into  It  The  representatives 
of  this  plan  will  be  disappointed  when  they  come 
asking  our  convention  to  appoint  members  of  the 
executive  committee.  To  appoint  representatives 
on  their  executive  committee  would  make  the  In¬ 
terdenominational  work  a  child  of  our  conven¬ 
tion,  and  Its  paternity  Is  too  much  mixed,  too 
much  under  question. 


$3,000  FOR  PRINTING  PLANT 


A  short  time  ago  announcement  was  made  that 
five  thousand  dollars  had  been  offered  to  the  con¬ 
vention  board  through  Dr.  J.  B.  Lawrence,  Secy., 
;for  the  purpose  of  putting  in  a  printing  establish¬ 
ment.  At  that  time  we  were  not  at  liberty  to 
icall  names,  but  in  the  past  week  a  check  has  been 
bent  in  for  that  amount  and  we  suppose  there 
is  no  impropriety  in  saying  that  the  name  of 
Judge  Jeff  Kent,  of  Forest,  Is  signed  to  It  He 
and  his  wife  have  been  already  liberal  contrib¬ 
utors  to  the  denominational  work,  and  now  he 
makes  a  contribution  which  will  work  every  day 
in  the  year  and  for  years  to  come.  The  Lord 
has  honored  him  by  increasing  his  substance,  and 
now  In  recognition  of  his  stewardship.  In  grati¬ 
tude  to  God  and  with  a  desire  to  make  an  offering 
which  will  minister  to  many,  he  dedicates  this 
gift  to  Christian  service. 

We  know  of  no  way  in  which  money  can  be 
made  more  far  reaching  for  good  than  in  produc¬ 
ing  Christian  literature.  There  may  be  others, 
there  ought  to  be  others  in  the  state,  who  will 
wish  to  add  to  this  fund,  guaranteeing  sufficient 
amount  to  put  in  a  complete  printing  outfit  for  the 
denomination  in  Mississippi.  It  is  estimated  that 
120,000  would  furnish  an  equipment  sufficient  for 
present  needs.

Any  amounts  will  help 
from  $25.00  up  to  as  many  thousands. 

A  few  years  ago  a  lady  in  Alabama  was  im¬ 
pressed  of  the.  Lord  to  give  $30,000  to  establish  a 
printing  house  for  mission  work  In  Brazil.  She 
gave  a  check  for  the  full  amount  and  her  money 
has  been  at  work  ever  since.  May  others  whom 
the  Lord  has  prospered  turn  their  money  to  good 
account  In  a  similar  plant  In  Mississippi.  The 
leaves  thereof  shall  be  for  the  healing  of  the  na¬ 
tions.

Baptism  symbolizes  not  only  a  death  but  a 
new  life.  This  new  life  comes  by  a  new  birth. 


An  exchange  says:  "Hundreds  of  children  are 
dying  In  Czecho-Slovakia  from  cold  and  lack  of 
clothes,  and  this  new  republic  has  but  one  doctor 
for  each  50,000  in  habitants.  Eighty  per  cent  of 
the  children  In  Serbia  are  suffering  from  tuber¬ 
culosis.  In  Austria  and  Hungary  the  hospitals  are 
filled  with  children.  The  American  agencies  In' 
Vienna  are  giving  one  meal  per  day  to  each  of 
100,000  children.  In  the  Ukraine  there  are  no 
children  under  seven  years  of  age.  The  little  ones 
have  starved  to  death."  May  the  Lord  show  us 
what  to  do  for  these  people  and  make  us  willing 
to  do  it.

ENLISTMENT  IN  MISSISSIPPI  ' 


This  Is  a  much  discussed  subject  but  having 
been  selected  as  one  of  the  district  enlistment  men 
for  Mississippi,  it  might  not  be  amiss  for  me  to 
give  a  statement  of  my  conception  of  the  work 
and  the  best  plans  for  accomplishing  the  task. 

Definition 

Enlistment  Is  an  effort  to  secure  the  coopera¬ 
tion  of  every  church  and  of  every  member  In  each 
church  In  a  systematically  organized  enterprise 
for  the  evangelization  of  the  world. 

The  result  sought  for  U  two-fold — the  .develop¬ 
ment  of  the  individual  Christian  and  more  rapid 
progress  in  taking  the  world  for  Christ 
Seed  for  Enlistment 

The  necessity  for  enlistment  work  lets  in  the 
fact  that  so  many  of  our  people  are  not  giving 
themselves  as  they  should  to  their  God  appointed 
task.  Three  reasons  may  be  given  for  this  lack 
of  effort: 

First  the  people  have  not  been  Informed.  In 
the  past  our  denominational  papers  have  not  gone 
Into  the  homes  of  our  people  and  as  a  result  they 
have  not  been  informed  as  to  needs,  opportunities 
and  plans  of  procedure. 

Second,  Stewardship  has  not  been  stressed  In 
our  efforts  to  magnify  the  glorious  doctrine  of 
salvation  by  grace,  aside  from  works,  we  have 
failed  to  study  and  stress  as  we  should  the  doc¬ 
trine  of  stewardship.  Too  often  we  have  stopped 
with  baptism.  Consequently  many  of  our  mem¬ 
bers  have  never  been  Impressed  with  the  Idea 
that  they  are  saved  to  serve.  Giving  has  been 
too  often  divorced  from  worship. 

Third,  Many  churches.  In  the  past,  have  failed 
to  adopt  any  system  by  which  the  whole  mem¬ 
bership  could  be  called  to  active  service,  and  at 
the  same  time  afford  each  ayineans  of  serving  ac¬ 
cording  to  his  or  her  ability.  Hence,  Just  a  few 
members  have  been  taking  care  of  the  financial 
obligations  and  efforts  in  each  church. 

Plan s  for  Enlistment 

Now  the  question  arises,  how  shall  we  most 
rapidly  and  effectually  enlist  the  unenllstedT 

The  experience'  of  the  past  few  years  gives  the 
best  answer  to  this  question.  The  church  to 
church  campaign  for  the  purpose  of  putting  on 
the  budget  proved  successful  Just  In  proportion 
to  the  Interest  and  effort  put  into  the  undertak¬ 
ing  by  the  pastors  of  that  section  .  The  very  best 
work  done  in  the  Baptist  75  Million  Campalggn 
In  Mississippi  was  through  the  leading  pastors 
and  laymen  of  any  given  county. 

All  these  found  that  their  best  paths  hai^  been 
opened  qp  by  the  Baptist  Record. 

The  conclusion  Is  evident,  i  First,  get  our  peo¬ 
ple  to  read  our  denominational  papers. 

Second,  enlist  the  un-enlisted  through  the  en¬ 
listed.  Evidently  the  best  plan  Is  to  work  through 
.the  leading  pastors  and  laymen  of  each  county. 

If  the  churches  that  have  their  work  well  plan¬ 
ned.  will,  with  their  pastors,  catch  the  Idea 
of  doing  practical  mission  work  In  the  adjacent 
territory  and  give  themselves  to  the  task  as  they 
did  to  the  work  of  the  75  Million  Campaign,  en¬ 
listment  will  be  assured.  District  enlistment  men 
will  be  needed  Just  long  enough  for  the  leading 
churches  to  harness  themselves  fqr  this  task  and 
during  that  time  they  will  have  to  work  at  the 
suggestion  of,  and  in  cooperation  with  these 
churches  and  their-  pastors.  Association  mission¬ 
aries  will  be  needed  where  the  churches  are  many 
and  the  pastors  few.  They  can  also  serve  as 
colporters  and  supply  pastors. 

The  Copiah  county  pastors  propose  to  try  this 
plan.  Let  others  think  on  these  suggestions,  and 
if  they  appear  reasonable,  let's  try  them  out.

THK  CONSTITUTIONAL  AMENDMENT 

The  amendment  was  ratified  within  a  year  and 
two  months  although  seven  years  were  allowed 
for  ratlflflcatlon.  It  was  ratified  by  forty-five 
states,  but  only  thirty-six  was  necessary,  and 
by  the  whole  country  Instead  of  by  any  section. 

It  was  also  non-partisan  In  that  both  parties 
contributed  their  share,  the  Democratic  party 
leading  In'  the  fight  The  first  state  was  Mis¬ 
sissippi;  the  first  four  states  to  ratify  the  amend¬ 
ment  were  Southern  states  and  the  first  eight 
states  to  ratify  were  democratic. 

New  Jersey  elected  a  democratic  governor.  She 
Is  one  of  the  three  of  the  forty-eight  states  to 
•  refuse  to  ratify.  She  elected  Gov.  Edwards  on 
a  "wet”  platform,  an  avowed  liquor  man.  He  has 
taken  an  oath  to  support  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States  and  the  amendment  Is  now  a  part 
of  the  constitution. 

He  sent  hls  secretary  to  examine  the  proclama¬ 
tion  to  see  If  any  flaw  could  be  found  but  none 
could  be  found.  He  does  not  seem  to  regard  the 
oath  of  hls  office.  He  aspires  to  run  for  the 
nomination  for  president  before  the  National 
Democratic  Convention  at  San  Francisco.  He  cer¬ 
tainly  misjudges  the  democratic  voters.  The 
"wets"  claimed  that  “the  soldiers  were  coming 
back  to  undo  what  had  been  done."  The  soldiers 
helped  to  elect  the  congress  which  submitted  pro¬ 
hibition  and  helped  to  make  twenty-eight  states 
dry  before  going  abroad.  They  are  not  likely  to 
undo  that  good  work  to  which  they  had  contrib¬ 
uted  so  much.  They  have  taken  an  oath  to  sup¬ 
port  the  constitution  of  the  United  States.  God 
helped  to  win  this  victory  over  liquor  Interests. 
The  consciences  of  the  people  were  moved,  scien¬ 
tific  Investigation  helped  business  Interests,  pa¬ 
triotism  and  Christianity  won  the  victory,  A  Bafe 
plan;  what  the  liquor  Interests  want  you  don’t 
want.  You  cannot  trust  a  man  that  Is  not  sound 
on  prohibition  for  any  office,  especially  congress¬ 
men,  V.  S.  senators  or  president. 

No  Christian  can  afford  to  use  Intoxicants  and 
thus  impare  the  value  of  the  service  which  he 
has  pledged  God  and  his  Savior.  No  Christian 
can  afford  to  spend  money  for  Intoxicants  or  to¬ 
bacco  either,  when  so  many  noble  causes  need  all 
the  money  the  Christian  can  spare.  No  Christian 
can  afford  to  put  hls  Influence  on  the  s^e  of  a 
habit  which  has  brought  millions  to  the  grave. 

I  heard  Mr.  Bryan  say  “Alcoholism  Is  a  disease 
and  we  have  found  the  remedy  for  It,  It  Is  a 
dual  remedy,  namely,  total  abstinence  that  makes 
the  individual  Immune  and  prohibition  which  de¬ 
stroys  the  breeding  place  of  the  Influence  that 
carries  the  disease.” 

We  must  have  the  law  enforced  so  the  law  will 
not  be  In  repute.  Give  moral  support  to  the  of¬ 
ficers  and  financial  support  to  the  Anti-Saloon 
,  League  of  America.

IN  MOHAMMEDAN  LAND 

(J.  F.  Love.  Cor.  Secy.) 

If  one  Is  In  search  of  the  Intellectual,  political 
and  financial  capital  of  Mohammedanism,  he 
should  not  go  to  Mecca,  but  come  to  Cairo  on  the 
Nile.  It  Is  here  that  Islam  has  more  real  power 
than  anywhere  else  In  all  the  range  of  Its  In¬ 
fluence. 

We  must  accept  it  as  a  providence  that  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board’s  Commission  Is  In  this 
city  of  three  quarters  million  population  and  more 
than  two  hundred  Mohammedan  mosques  on  New 
Years  Day,  1920.  We  had  carefully  laid  plans  to 
be  In  Italy  on  our  way  back  to  America  at  this 
time,  but  suffered  disappointment.  Sailing  from 
Jaffa  (old  Joppa)  on  Dec.  22nd,  we  first  encoun¬ 
tered  a  storm  which  delayed  our  litUe  ship.  Reach¬ 
ing  Port  Said  a  day  late,  we  learned  that  because 


of  bubonic  plague  at  Beyrout  when  the  ship  left 
that  port,  we  must  lie  at  quarantine  for  two  days 
before  being  allowed  to  go  ashore.  Thus  we  spent 
Christmas  Day.  In  place  of  the  usual  Christmas 
dinner  we  were  compelled  to  sleep  In  our  clothes 
on  the  best  spot  we  could  find,  and  have  our  ap¬ 
petites  for  the  very  plain  food  threatened  by  the 
odors  of  an  Italian  ship.  We  were  allowed  to 
disembark  after  It  was  too  late  to  catch  our  ship 
at  Alexandria  for  Italy,  on  which  we  had  paid 
fare.  As  there  Is  no  other  ship  until  January  Sth, 
we  are  still  in  Egypt  and,  being  forced  to  remain, 
we  are  trying  to  make  the  best  use  of  the  time 
by  a  closer  study  of  Mohammedanism  In  the  great 
Nile  valley  and  seeing  some  of  the  wonders.  We 
have  seen  the  pyramids,  the  great  temples  of 
Thebes  and  the  tomb  of  the  kings,  etc.  We  have 
looked  with  wonder  upon  the  monuments  to 
human  genlkis  and  vanity  which  were  erected  be¬ 
fore  and  during  the  days  of  Moses.  The  temples 
and  tombs  of  the  Pharoahs  of  the  oppression  and 
of  the  exodus,  as  well  as  their  bodies  In  the  mu¬ 
seum  here  In  Cairo,'  have  provoked  solemn  medita¬ 
tion.  The  monuments  which  remote  generations 
hare  left  to  show  plainly  that  heathenism  pro¬ 
duced  In  Egypt  a  people  far  superior  In  intelli¬ 
gence  and  capacity  to  that  which  Mohammedan¬ 
ism  has  produced  In  the  same  land  after  four 
thousand  years.  This  fact  Is  significant  because 
it  Is  admitted  that  a  nation's  religion  Is  the  most 
determined  fact  back  of  Its  social,  moral,  Intellec¬ 
tual  and  economic  life. 

We  have  visited  mission  Institutions  In  quest 
of  Information  concerning  Christian  missions  In 
Mohammedan  lands,  and  through  the  kindness  of 
Mr.  Jameson  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Mission 
of  Luxor,  Dr.  Alexander  of  the  same  society  In 
Cairo,  Dr.  Upton  of  the  Nile  Press  Mission,  Cairo, 
and  others  we  have  gained  some  better  knowledge 
of  the  problems  which  are  peculiar  to  Mohamme¬ 
dan  missions.  Thus  much  can  be  said:  Much 
faithful  an  capable  service  has  been  spent  in  this 
work,  much  money  has  been  used,  and  (we  may 
as  well  admit  it)  scarcely  a  perclptlble  dent  has 
been  made  upon  the  granite  front  which  this  cult 
offers  to  the  most  unselfish,  benevolent  and  beau¬ 
tiful  approach.  The  leaders  of  Mohammedanism 
have  left  the  masses  of  the  people  Ignorant  and 
have  fed  them  on  superstltlton  and  prejudloe,  and 
inspired  them  to  fanaticism.  Societies  which  have 
worked  here  for  decades,  heroic  missionaries 
spending  and  being  spent  for  the  sake  of  Christ 
and  the  people,  have  not  enrolled  more  than  a 
few  score  converts  from  Mohammedanism. 

This  picture  ought  doubtless  to  be  lightened  up 
a  bit.  School  and  hospitals  have  sent  out  those 
'who  have  received  their  benefits  and  these  have 
softened  the  enmities  for  the  Cross.  A  growing 
friendliness  and  a  better  understand  of  the  real 
motives  behind  Christian  missions  are  evident 
Now  that  the  rule  of  the  Turk  Is  broken  and 
Great  Britain  Is  here  and  as  soon  as  the  people 
have  had  time  to  learn  what  to  do  with  their 
new  freedom  and  to  appreciate  advantages  which 
are  certain  to  accrue  to  all  the  people,  and  not  a 
certain  class  merely,-  we  may  see  a  new  day  for 
Christian  missions  In  Mohammedan  lands. 

One  thing  Is  certain,  and  that  Is  this:  Roman¬ 
ism  with  Its  forms.  Image  worship  and  almost 
delfiflcatlon  of  saints  is  not  the  form  of  Christi¬ 
anity  which  will  convince  and  convert  Moham¬ 
medans.  A  more  puritan  simplicity  and  a  long 
drill  In  monotheism  cause  the  Mohammedan  mind 
to  revolt  at  all  this.  A  purer  form  of  Christi¬ 
anity  Is  called  for  to  accomplish  the  great  task 
of  Inclining  these  people  to  Him  who  Is  both 
Prophet  and  Savior.  Another  thing  may  be  af¬ 
firmed,  namely,  If  Egypt  ever  comes  under  the  be¬ 
nevolent  reign  of  Christ  and  receives  the  quicken¬ 
ing  which  hls  spirit  Invariably  Imparts  to  men, 
the  glories  of  the  past  and  much  more  will  re¬ 
turn  to  this  land,  and  this  wonderful  valley  of 
the  Nile  will  be  one  of  the  favored  spots  of  all 
the  earth,  and  these  people  will  In  the  joy  of 
the  better  hope,  sing  the  songs  of  Zion  amidst 
their  prosperity  and  plenty  In  this  garden  of  the 
Lord.  Mohammedanism  more  than  anything  else 
has  produced  the  present  miserable  state  of  the 
people,  and  Christianity  more  than  anything  else 
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will  bring  them  the  personal  and  national  bleu* 
Inga  which  they  seek. 

Shall  Southern  Baptiste  who  hare  never  tested 
their  faith  In  a  Mohammedan  land,  take  any  part 
In  preaching  Christ  and  converting  a  people  who, 
the  Jews  alone  excepted,  present  the  most  obstl 
nate  missionary  problem  that  exists  today? 


slrable  and  permanent  results,  U  will  be  time 
enough  for  them  to  ask  us  to  come  In  with  them. 

Until  that'  Is  done,  we  are  seriously  of  the 
conviction  that  we  can  best  serve,  and  really 
come  nearer  to  carrying  out  the  will  of  Christ, 
and  really  come  nearer  to  doing  what  he  has. 
commanded,  in  fact,  by  going  our  own  way,  by 
pursuing  plans,  policies  and  methods  which  have 
been  tried  for  long  years,  than  by  making  such 
changes  as  It  would  be  necessary  to  make  In 
order  to  enter  the  Interchurch  World  Movement 
or  any  other  man-made  scheme  of  religious  ac¬ 
tivity.  Because  we  differ  from  all  other  religious 
organisations,  or  churches  In  the  contents  of 
our  faith,  our  manner  of  interpretation  of  the 
Word  of  God  and  in  the  genius  of  our  church  * 
policy.  We  have  no  such  thing  as  they  are  con¬ 
stantly  speaking  of  as  “The  Baptist  Church." 

We  have  many  Baptist  churches.  But  there  Is 
nowhere  in  the  world  any  organization  properly 
known  or  spoken  of  as  "The  Baptist  Church.” 

No  assembly  of  Baptists  on  earth  could  possibly 
formulate  a  decision  for  anybody  but  themselves. 

Ten  thousand  Baptist  churches  might  express 
the  same  judgment  on  any  subject  outside  of  the 
Word  of  God,  and  that  would  not  have  the  least 
semblance  of  authority  to  decide  the  matter  for 
any  other  Baptist  church.  One  Is  our  Lord,  even 
Jesus  Christ.  And  If  the  Interchurch  World 
Movement  wishes  Baptists  to  join  In  with  them, 
they  have  a  very  simple  proposition.  Show  them 
that  It  is  according  to  the  will  and  command  of 
Jesus  Christ,  and  they  have  them.  The  very 
next  week  after  they  show  us  that,  the  Baptists 
will  come  in  with  a  mighty  sweep  and  enthus¬ 
iasm.  By  the  Word  of  God,  let  them  show  us 
that,  and  here  we  are  with  all  that  we  are  and 
all  that  we  can  do.  Without  that.  It  will  be  a 
far  cry  to  rally  the  Baptists  who  are  loyal  to 
God's  Word.  We  are  not  arbitrary.  We  are  under 
orders.  We  are  not  unfraternal,  for  we  sin¬ 
cerely  pray  God's  blessings  upon  all  who  believe 
In  Jesus  Christ.  We  are  not  bigoted,  of  narrow. 

We  have  accepted  our  limitations  from  an  Au¬ 
thority  that  we  do  not  challenge.  Our  slogan  Is 
"Loyalty  to  Jesus  Christ."  And  we  do  not  think 
that  any  people  ought  to  seek  to  weaken  that. 

We  love  men.  we  love  in  a  peculiar  way  all  who  churches  have 
worship  our  Lord,  but  we  love  most,  him  who 
has  redeemed  us  and  called  us  Into  service. 

What  Is  Bought? 

Since  they  are  both  insistent  and  'persistent 
in  their  request,  we  are  constrained  to  ask 
"What  seek  ye?"  And  we  do  ask  it.  What  is  It 
they  wish  by  getting  us  to  unite  In  this  great 
world-wide  movement?  It  would  tax  our  credul¬ 
ity  a  little  too  much  to  try  to  believe  that  they 
desire  thus  to  promote  the  interests  of  Baptists, 
as  such.  If  that  were  so,  our  reply  Is  that  we 
have  never  been  doing  so  well  as  at  present. 

According  to  the  statisticians,  we  are  growing 
faster  than  ever  before  in  our  history.  And  we 
ere  growing  faster  than  any  of  the  denomina¬ 
tions  who  seek  our  cooperation.  We  have  never 
been  so  numerous,  nor  so  well  prepared  to  fi¬ 
nance  our  enterprises,  as  at  present.  If  they  seek 
to  promote  them  to  ask  us  to  join  In  with  them. 

It  cannot  be  that  they  desire  to  have  the  doc-  izatloa  of 
trines  and  practices  of  Baptists  emphasized.  If 
so,  they  would  leave  us  to  the  course  that  has 
given  us  our  success.  And  there  is  no  law,  either 
of  God  or  man,  that  would  hinder  their  em¬ 
phasizing  these  doctrines  or  pursuing  these  prac¬ 
tices.  To  join  in  with  their  scheme,  as  It  appears 
to  us,  would  be  to  obscure  and  minify  the  very 
things  that  have  given  us  our  existence  and 
have  promoted  our  success.  So,  we  are  still  ask¬ 
ing,  "What  seek  ye?" 

Is  It  Union?  > 

Do  they  seek  the  union  of  all  denominations? 

Is  it  that  they  wish  Baptists  to  enter  upon  some 
course  that  will  put  them  into  combination  with 
all  other  Christian  organizations?  Now,  we  have 
always  desired  to  believe  In  the  transparent  sin¬ 
cerity  of  our  fellow-Cbrlstlans  of  other  commun¬ 
ions.  The  genius  of  Baptists,  with  their  Idea  of 
freedom  of  conscience  and  love  of  liberty,  ex¬ 
actly  fits  Into  a  sentiment  like  that  And  It  has 
been  repeatedly  asserted,  on  occasions  that  no 
such  desire  or  intention  Is  cherished,  on  the  part 


of  those  who  are  promoting  this  world-wide 
movement.  Yet,  there  are  so  many  things  done 
and  said  that  appear  to  us  to  have  this  as  an  ob¬ 
jective,  that  we  are  perplexed.  We  will  freely  ad¬ 
mit  that  there  may  be  some  representatives  of 
the  movement  that  do  not  quite  exactly  represent 
tt.  And  where  there  are  so  many  that  are  wise, 
and  some  that  are  otherwise,  It  Is  not  sufficiently 
clear  to  us,  that  lying  back,  In  some  black  area, 
and  ready  to  be  brought  forward,  when  the  time 
is  ripe  for  It,  a  scheme  that  will  bring  about  this 
result  which  we  well  understand  Is*  fondly  cher¬ 
ished  by  many  who  are  promoting  the  Inters 
church  World  Movement.  And  we  have  not  for¬ 
gotten  the  words  of  Paul  who  said  "There  are 
differences  of  Interpretation."  Among  us.  still 
passes  that  axiom  which  aays  "Things  that  are 
equal  to  the  same  thing,  are  equal  to  each  other." 
If  the  scheme  which  Is  proposed  were  carried  out, 
a  Baptist  could  not  toll  that  from  Union.  If  not 
It  would  be  so  like  It,  that  we  would  not  serloualy 
care  for  the  differences.  In  fact  If  Baptists  would 
do  what  the  Interchurch  World  Movement  asks, 
we  see  no  sufficient  justification  for  continuing 
a  separate  existence. 

A  RepronentaM  ve  Word 
There  was  recently  held  In  AtUntlc  City  a 
great  conference  of  the  Interchurch  World  Move¬ 
ment.  The  several  editors  who  are  In  sympathy 
with  the  movement,  went  down  one  day  ahead  of" 
the  conference  and  held  a  meeting.  They  went 
before  the  conference  and  asked  that  they  be 
made  their  Committee  on  Publicity.  The  Inter¬ 
church  World  Movement  had  previously  arranged 
to  make  the  Christian  Work  of  New  York  Its 
official  organ.  Dr.  Frederick  Lynch  Is  the  able 
and  wide-awake  editor  of  tbs  Christian  Work. 
He  was  In  the  meeting  of  the  editors,  and  also 
In  the  conference.  He  may  be  supposed  to  speak 
as  representative  a  word  concerning  the  Move¬ 
ment  as  any  one  present,  I  suppose.  I  wish  to 
close  this  article  with  a  quotation  from  his 
paper  of  Jan.  17,  1920,  over  his  editorial  slcna-

This  Is  written  In  an  attempt  to  clear  the 
atmosphere  about  the  Interchurch  World  Move¬ 
ment.  so  far  as  Baptists  are  concerned.  It  Is 
sufficiently  manifest,  I  think,  that  we  are  not 
to  be  permitted  to  disregard  the  Interchurcb 
World  Movement,.  It  claims  the  world  as  Its 
territory,  and  we  are  a  part  of  the  world.  If  we 
should  hope  to  be  overlooked,  they  will  not  leave 
us  long;  in  uncertainty  as  to  their  purpose  con¬ 
cerning  us.  Nor  do  the  promoters  of  the  "Move¬ 
ment"  Intend  that  we  shall  overlook  them.  Their 
course  has  said  that  as  plainly  as  could  be.  We 


cording  to  plans  we  have  tried  and  well  un¬ 
derstand  and  by  means  of  which  we  have  achiev¬ 
ed  some  regree  of  success;  they  are  not  content 
to  accept  our  decision.  They  send  their  duly  ac¬ 
credited  representatives  among  us,  seeking  In¬ 
terviews  with  our  pastors,  singly  and  in  groups, 
and  declare  their  lntenetlon  to  approach  our 
associations  and  churches.  They  say  that  among 
Baptists,  every  church  being  independent,  can 
speak  the  last  work  for  itself.  And  for  once,  they 
show  that  they  understand  the  Baptists.  And 
having  this  key  to  the  genius  of  our  organiza¬ 
tion,  tt  would  encourage  us  to  hope  that  they 
might  Understand  us  In  several  other  things, 
better  than  they  seem  to  do. 

They  have  even  offered  some  of  our  pastors!: 
money  If  they  would  accept  appointment  from 
the  Interchurch  World  Movement,  and  under¬ 
take  to  do  some  tasks  which  they  would  assign. 
^And  often,  the  thing  they  wished  done,  was  all 
good  enough,  but  In  order  to  carry  out  their 
wishes,  the  pastor  must  align  hlmaelf  with  the 
"Movement."  And  possibly  some  of  our  pastors 
have  felt  that  they  could  accede  to  their  request 
without  Inconsistency  or  impropriety  on  their 
part.  From  their  standpoint,  the  workers  in  the 
Interchurcb  World  Movement  think  that  we  are 
not  as  fraternal  as  we  ought  to  be,  and  that  we 
are  retarding  a  great  and  worthy  undertaking 
by  our  course  and  attitude.  So,  what  shall  we  say 
about  it?  For  It  is  manifest  that  we  shall  have 
to  make  some  response. 

Our  Position 

What  shall  we  say?  Can  we  state  our  position 
so  as  to  be  understood,  and  not  to  reflect  upon 
our  brethren  of  other  communions,  whom  we 
love,  and  In  whose  valuable  service  to  the  cause 
of  Christ  we  find  much  to  rejoice  In?  We  have 
net  hesitated  because  we  do  not  know  our  own  I 
minds,  nor  because  we  are  unable  to  state  our 
position.  We  are  amply  able,  and  feel,  In  our 
hearts,  that  we  are  not  unfraternal  because  we 
have  to  take  the  attitude  we  do.  We  wish  al- 
be  fraternal  and  as  agreeable  as  condl-  -

utterly  In  democracy.  It  we  fought 
our  battle  in  Europe  to  make  the 
world  safe  for  democracy,  the  world 
knows,  and  all  of  the  world  empire 
knowa  that  the  chief  foe  to  democracy 
during  the  four  years  of  the  world 
war  was  Islam.  L  hardly  feel  able  to 
speak  at  this  time  when  I  think  of 
that  little  place  on  the  map  called  Ar¬ 
menia,  where  1,000,000  men  and  wo¬ 
men  laid  down  their  lives  and  climbed 
the  steep  aseent  to  heaven  through 
peril,  toil  and  pain — massacred  or 
driven  out  into  the  wilderness.
